Abundant Life students 
did well on tests 


In May the Abundant Life 
Christian School of Wilmington 
gave the lowa Tests of Basic 
Skills and the Cognitive Abilities 
‘Tests to their students. Together 
these tesis measure a pupil's 
achievement level in the tun

The town of Wilmington in 
particular and the New England 
region in general are recovering 
now from a recent invasion. 

And though the invading army 
was relatively small — only 39 
persons — its members visited 
endless highjinks and hair-pulling 
upon the American natives. 

It would be impossible to say 
which side emerged stronger 
from the encounter but, clearly, 
invaders and invaded will never 
be the same. 

Passport to Spain is a local 
program which seeks to foster 
cultural exchange between Spain 
and the United States.

friends refer in the past to this 
type of sojourn as a “working 
vacation,” something I've tried to 
avoid as passionately as I duck 
the latest virus that attacks me 
like kamikaze pilots every 
January 

Unfortunately, due to cir- 
cumstances I am unable to ex- 
pound upon in this space, I was 
coerced into taking one of those 
working vacations this year. It 
wasn't exactly work that I had to 
expedite. It was more a case of 


‘getting out of the way all those 


little nuisance chores that I've 
been procrastinating lately. 
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One of those chores was settling 
a small debt with the city of 
Boston. The debt consisted of 
several unpaid parking fines. I've 
always paid my tickets off im. 
mediately, especially when I 
knew all along I was in the wrong. 
But the three I'd neglected to pay 
were definitely questionable. Two 
were slapped onto my windshield 
in front of a parking meter on 
Newbury Street that did not work 
properly (the little handle was 
broken, and I left a note on my 
windshield indicating this, but 
obviously to no avail), and the 
third was issued on Congress 
Street in front of a meter that was 
so badly mangled by a would-be 
thief that even a day-dreaming 
metermaid with an 1.Q. equal to 
the total number of minutes-of- 
fered by the parking meter would 
have observed the dilemma. 

But not in my case. I tried 
writing to the city of Boston 
parking commissioner, but he 
was always too busy someplace 
else to bother hearing me out. So I 
contacted the Boston police 
department. They had their 
hands full arresting guys 
mugging old women in the 
hallways of their apartment 
dwellings. 

So I said the heck with it, I'll 
just wait it out. Maybe the city 
would forget about my few in- 
significant violations. Then one 
day last month I received a notice 
from the registry of motor 
vehicles stating my automobile 
registration would not be renewed 
until all my debts with the city of 
Boston’s parking division were 
cleared up

for the group, is to help teach 
English to Spanish students by 
one of the quickest means 
possible: living in an American 
household for five weeks during 
the summer. 

This year the students, com- 
plete with modern equivalent of 
duennas, deplaned at Logan 
Airport in July and arrived like a 
benign tornado in Wilmington and 
Andover, with a few scattered 
whirlwinds — offshoots to 
Wakefield, North Andover, 
Danvers and Methuen. 

Passport to Spain was con- 
ceived four years ago by Peter 
Bevin of Andover, and Senor Juan 
Oteo, of the northern Spanish city 
of Bilbao. 

Senor Oteo and his wife, Marie 
Natie Oteo, had come to Andover 
on a foreign exchange program as 
chaperones for students, and met 
Benin. The two men decided a 
local program would better serve 
visitors and hosts alike, so they 
set up their own plan, locally and 
in Spain, for visits by residents of 
each country to the other. 

Passport to Spain has been 
flourishing ever since, at 91 Main 
St., Andover, and Peter Bevin, 
who also runs his own tutoring 
service, has learned a great deal 
about Spain. “It’s more than a 
country,” he said, “Spain Is a 
spirit, a way of life. Like 
America, Spain can be defined as 
a way of looking at things, a way 
which is, in great part, different 
from the American way.”” 

But what Bevin might call the 
Spanish attitude also bears some 
resemblance to that of 
Americans. The expression 
“pulling your hair,” he said, is 
the Spanish equivalent of “pulling 
your leg.” 

I was lucky enough to have my 
hair pulled a lot and to return the 
favor during the students’ stay in 
Wilmington. Three of them, Jose 
Maria Sanchez, 16, Manuel 
Escribano, 15, and Carlos Diaz de 
Arcaya, 13, all from Madrid — 
accompanied three of us on a 
Sunday hike up New Hampshire's 
Mount Monadnock, the second 
most-climbed mountain in the 
world. 

During the drive up, there was 
little or no hair-pulling. 

All three Spanish boys are 
courteous, bright and eager to 
exchange ideas. The con- 
versation, always lively, covered 
American films (“The Birds” and 
“The Exorcist” are particular 
favorites), French and Spanish 
history and art (Picasso is 
distinctly not a favorite) and 
American and Spanish literature, 
(Don Quixote de la Mancha, 
everybody’s favorite.) Topics 
ranged from Spanish royalty and 
the Spanish Civil War to the 
quality of beef used in Mc 
Donald's Burgers in Madrid. 

‘Though Monadnock is a quick 
climb (3,165 feet) we spent 
several hours on the trails and

The In- 
dian word Monadnock proved 
confusing and they thought we 
had said jount Egg Nog.

who accompanied the students to 
New Hampshire: Bruce Brozynia 
of Wilmington and Dave Armato 
and I, both of Stoneham. 

From the base of Mount Egg 
Nog, the puns, jokes (translated 
into both languages) hair-pulling 
and word play proceeded at such 
a pace that we forgot to navigate 
efficiently through Chelmsford 
and arrived home very late — 
Americans with severe stomach 
pains from non-stop laughter, 
Spanish legs rubbery from 
unaccustomed climbing, all six 
spirits soaring from the ex- 
change. 

Our experience with the 
Spanish students was just a tiny 
part of the wealth imparted to the 
host families by the interchange 
between the Americans and the 
Spanish, Peter Bevin said. 

Bevin seems quiet at first, but 
quickly becomes electric | and 
alive when he starts to talk about 
Spain. He said it is very im- 
portant for young Spaniards to 
learn English since it is the major 
international language and a 
virtual necessity in Spain — 
where unemployment is now at 20 
Percent — to obtain the better- 


paying jobs in the professions and 
multi-national corporations. 

“For Spanish students the 
ability to learn English,” he said, 
“4g roughly equivalent in career 
importance to the Scholastic 
Aptitude Test (SAT) scores for 
college-bound youth in the U.S 

"Competition for jobs is so keen 
now in Spain that licensed doctors 
get jobs as bank tellers, and the 
top graduate of one of Spain's 
finest engineering schools is 

currently directing traffic in 
Bilbao.” 

Bevin, who has been to Spain 
many times, sald he can see a 
veneer of Americanization in 
Europe, but more as a pop 
Phenomenon than as a deep 
change in the culture of Europe 
itself. Spain remains distinct, he 
said: “Spanish kids, you can ial, 
are aware of trendy things, in 
music, gadgets, dress. But there 
is still something intact from 
their culture; they don't want to 
stay in the States and get a job.

North Shore Health Planning 
Council President Margaret 
Blum, R.N. said “The results of 
this study have important im- 
plications for health planning in 
the North Shore area. We're not 
going to jump to any conclusions. 
Our goal will be to use the data to 
educate the public regarding the 
choices they have regarding 
surgery while seeking answers 
from North Shore physicians and 
hospitals as to why certain types 
of surgery are performed so 
frequently here.””

Ms. Blum further explained 
that the study's results will be 
shared with representatives of 
the North Shore Hospital Council 
and the District Medical Societies 
serving the North Shore.

“Basically, the Spanish like 
Americans. They see us as very 
giving of ourselves; they admire 
us as outgoing and friendly. They 
are impressed with our 
prosperity, particularly with 
America’s quick rise, in just 200 
years, from a small agricultural 
country to the most powerful 
nation on earth. 

“And yet they have reser- 
vations: one concerns food. The 
Spanish climate and way of life 
enable them to have fresh 
vegetables all year, whereas we 
go to the supermarket in winter 
and buy round, pale pink, hard 
objects which have no taste and 
we think we are eating tomatoes. 
The Spanish cannot understand 
this. 

“Also, food is truly home- 
made in Spain. Few Spanish 
housewives work; there is a 
tradition there that food be well- 
prepared, involving a lot of labor. 
Maids are far more affordable in 
Spain as well." 

Another reservation: “Spanish 
parents may be a bit timid of 
sending their children to 
America,” Bevin sald. “The 
Spanish press, like our own, 
provide a heavy view of America, 
of violence, drugs, sex. The 
Spanish may see our violence as 
uncontrolled, through 
exaggerated press accounts,"” 

“Americans run by the clock," 
said Lorraine Brozynia, former 
member of the Wilmington 
Council on Aging. She has been 
involved in Passport to Spain 
since its inception. “In America 
we earn the home but we don’t 
enjoy it, because we're working 
our heads off just to keep it,"” she 
said. 

“And you can bring that idea 
right into the American family 
itself,”" her son Bruce said. “The 
only time the American family is 
at home together is at din- 
nertime.”’ 

“I think Americans enjoy 
working and the race to acquire 
things,” Bevin added, “‘but I’m 
not sure we really enjoy what we 
acquire. We don't have time.” 

It's not so in Europe, according 
to Bevin and the Brozynias: 
“Europeans value time and what 
they can do with it," Bevin said. 

“And they take time out for 
joy,” Lorraine added. “‘One of the 
things that impressed me most in 
Spain was the enjoyment the 
people take in simple things. We

Peter Bevin and the Brozynias 
clearly have a contagious af- 
fection for Spain and the Spanish 
people. “‘I think the Spanish are 
more interested in other people's 
Personalities," Peter said. ‘They 
place high emphasis on in- 
terpersonal relations. They are 
very interested in what another 
person's mind and character are.

that attitude is rooted in the 
family and in the culture of Spain 
itself. Somehow they are both 
more extroverted than we and yet 
more in tune with themselves as 
well.” 

The conversation at the 
Brozynias’ dining table en- 
compassed much — about Spain, 
America, New England, now and 
in the past — but it was never 
boring. ‘The Spanish have about 
20 different words for ‘boring,’ "’ 
Peter said. “It's very important 
to them to have a good time — and 
they have a giant capacity to 
create a good time — out of 
nothing.” 

The Spanish students who came 
to New England this year had — 
and created — a time, en- 
joying jokes and “pulling hair’ 
all over Eastern Massachusetts 
and New Hampshire.

“The Woman in Red” succeeds 
in following such films as “The 
Toy” in that grand tradition of 
French films adapted to the 
American screen: most of the 
laughter is lost in translation. 

Much of the problem is due to 
the fact that Gene Wilder, who 
wrote and directed, cast himself 
as a suave and debonair leading 
man. Wrong. The man does not 
look even mildly mysterious, he 
looks like a fruit vendor 

The thin plots involves the sup- 
posedly happily married Wilder 
and his obsession with a model 
(Kelley Le Brock), who does, as 
you have no doubt deduced, look 
splendid in red. Wilder tries to 
date said model and makes a fool 
of himself. That is about the 
entire story. The humor is gener- 
ally stilted and contrivance is a 
key word here, as many a scene 
falls flat on its farcical face. 

Where Wilder fails in his quest 
for a deep belly laugh, Joseph 
Bologna and Charles Grodin 
blissfully succeed. Grodin does a 
bit as a blind man that is irrever- 
ent, slightly tasteless and may 
just go down in the annals of 
comedic history as one of the 
funniest scenes on celluloid, Bo- 
logna as a loud-mouthed philan- 
derer is just the shot in the arm 
this limp comedy needs, but he 
isn't on screen long enough to 
save the film. And then there is 
poor Gilda Radner, stuck in a role 
that allows her to do little more 
than grimace and dress in a ridic 
ulous blue jump suit. What a 
waste 
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man’s life wouldn't be as pro: 
nounced; it wouldn't affect as 
many people, certainly. But the 
couple ha@ a daughter, Rachel 
who fears her father's 
withdrawal, and is fighting to 
bring him back to reality 

This is powerful stuff. and. 
according to an article in the New 
York Times, Mr Brady was 
approached by several members 
of his audience who were moved 
to tears by the work. Death is not 
an easy thing to handle 
especially the death of a spouse.

the tragedy will easily be able to 
relate to this play 

But Brady's intention wasn't to 
depress people. It was to show 
that life does go on. Through an 
intricate series of maneuvers in 
To Gillian he makes this 
point quite clear 

‘To Gillian." is by no means 
uplifting It is a sad and 
thoughtful piece. It does show that 
through pain. people are able to 
appreciate life for what it is, and,
